sary that he should see the Lord af lei* 
He arose. 
All the other Apostles had 
seen Jesus in a human body before 
His ascension, hut Paul was granted 
an 
extraordinary 
privilege—he 
saw j 
Him in His glorified body. 
This no 
other human being has seen nor c*in 
see (I Timothy 6:16). 
The Apostle 
John explains that we eau only see 
the I.Ord in His glory when ive have 
been changed by resurrection into His 
likeness. 
Then the r.cw birth will he 
fully accomplished—we will he born as 
spirit beings, with powers like our 
Lord’s. 
"When He shall appear we 
shall he like Him, for we shall see 
Him as Ile is” (I John 3:2). 
It will 
he the birth of the spirit which will 
make us like Jesus and able to see 
Him as He is. 
The Apostle Paul saw' 
Him as He is and was therefore for 
the time being, as though He had been 
horn out of due season. 
He well 
knew that the time of his birth was 
far in the future when he declared, 
"Henceforth there is laid up for mc a 
crown of righteousness, and not for me 
only but for all those who love His 
appearing” (2 Timothy 4:8b 
Tt is at 
our Ivord’s appearing that the sleeping 
saints will be raised in their new birth: 
then they will be .able to "come and 
go like the wind” (John 3:8). 
The 
only ones included in this new birth 
will be those who, during this Gospel 
Age, have been begotten to the spirit 
nature.

Answer.—When we limit God’s work 
ings by our small standards, we are 
sure to misunderstand Him. 
You are

You are correct, 
also, iii thinking that for God to have 
the power is to make Him responsible 
for its use. 
God moves in a mysterious way 
His wonders to perform. 
The Apostle Paul realized this power 
of God and had confidence that God 
would use it wisely and effectually 
Ile says ”1 ain not ashamed of the 
Gospel of Christ for it is the power of 
God unto Salvation to everyone that 
believeth” (Romans 1:1C). 
Quite evi­ 
dently he would have reason to be 
ashamed lf that Gospel did not do any 
more than It has during the last twof 
thousand years. 
We could count hard- 
y more than one out of a thousand as 
having been successfully released from 
Satan’s power. But this is not the end 
of the Gospel. The same Apostle tells 
us that God preached before the gospel 
to Abraham saying, “In thee shall all 
nations be blessed” (Galatians ,1:8). 
lf 
you will look up the several cases in 
which this promise is stated in the OM 
Testament you will find it a little dif­ 
ferently given each time so that in 
combination it includes all families. 
kin drolls and nations. 
Note Genesis 
1*2:3: 18:18: 28:14. 
Other Scriptures 
specify what this blessing will he. Je ­ 
sus is the untypical seed (Galatians 
3:16). “He brought life and immortali­ 
ty to life through the gospel” (I Time 
thy I:IO). 
Immortality is due to be 
tho portion of the church; life is pro­ 
vided for the world, so many as will 
receive.
